BUTTE, Mont., Oct. 29.—Clar- 
ence Darrow once remarked; “Pro- 
hibition is a success so far as I am 
concerned—I get all I want’ to 
drink.” By that test it is a suc- 
cess in Butte, because not only can 
the citizen get all he wants. to 
drink, but the city derives virtual- 
ly the same revenue from the ga- 
loon business that it did before 
prohibition. The only difference 
is that the money formerly reached 
the municipal treasury in the form 
of license fees, whereas now it 
comes in the form of: fines. 

Montana, like Maryland and New 
York, has no State prohibition act, 
having repealed it four years ago 
by popular referendum. But not 
even Baltimore or New York City 
can boast of being as “wide open” 
as is this frontier city sprawled 
across “the richest hill in the 
world’’—a hill shot through with 
veins of copper, silver and gold, It 
is a striking illustration of the 
helplessness of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to enforce prohibition 
without the assistance of local 
courts and peace officers. 


The number of open saloons in 
Butte is roundly estimated at 100. 
The only things that distinguish 
the present variety from those that 
existed before the adoption of the 
Eighteenth Amendment, are the 
quality and price of the liquor, and 
the absence of signs over the doors. 
Otherwise they are the same, from

High Content Beer. 

The beer is the usual “heimge- 
macht,’’ familiar to St. Louisans. 
It is not so mellow as the pre-pro- 
hibition brands, and the alcoholic 
content is hfgher.

The whisky com- 
monly served over the bar is green 
moonshine, distilled among the sur- 
rounding peaks and valleys of the 
Rockies. It can be purchased in 
bottles for as little as $2 a quart, 
and sells over the bar at 25 to 50 
cents a drink.

$100 Monthly Fine. 

To derive a revenue commensu- 
rate with the scope and character 
of the business, the city of Butte 
has devised a delightfully simple 
method. There is no State statute 
against saloons, but there is a mu- 
nicipal ordinance against maintain- 
ing a nuisance. Practically once a 
month each speakeasy proprietor is 
haled into the municipal court on 
the charge of “maintaining a nui- 
sance.”” He uniformly pieads guilty, 
and is fined $100 or $150, accord- 
ing to the size of his establishment. 

The revenue which the city ob- 
tains in this manner averages ap- 
proximately $100,000 a year, and 
represents about one-fourth of the 
entire municipal income. Thus it is 
welcome to a good many taxpayers.. 
whose burdens are correspondingly 
reduced. 

A story is related here of a man 
who was haled into court for op- 
erating a still. After he had plead- 
ed guilty, the Judge lectured him 
roundly on the wickedness of vio- 
lating the lw, and finally fined 
him $1 and costs. The prosecutor 
protested against the mildness of 
the penalty, pointing out that the 
defendant was a second offender. 
Manifesting surprise that he had 
not been informed of this circum- 
stance befora, the Judge launched 
into another lecture, even longer 
than the first, admonished the of- 
fender to mend his ways, and fin- 
ished by raising the amount of the 
fine to $1.50. 

State of Peaceful Rebellion. 

The existence of a similar state 
of affairs in Wallace, Idaho, re- 
sulted several months ago in 
wholesale prosecutions in the Fed- 
era] courts, and for a time there 
was uneasiness in Butte. But ap- 
parently that has passed. The ma- 
jority of the population in Silver 
Bow County is composed of miners 
and their families, 

To the men who earn their liv- 
ing burrowing a mile deep into the 
hill on which their homes sit, the 
prospect of going without beer 
would provoke something like @ 
rebellion. In fact, that is what it 
has provoked. Silver Bow County 
is in a state of peaceful and con- 
tented rebellion against the eigh- 
teenth amendment, So far as it is 
concerned, prohibition seems to be 
regarded as a success.

Taiyal Savages Descend ‘on 
Musha, Formosa, While 
Children’s Sports Meet Is 
Under Way. 


LATER, TROOPS DRIVE 
BACK THE INVADERS 


Punitive Expedition Sent 
Against Aborigines Who 
Are Kept in Bounds by 
Electrified Wire Fence. 


By theo Associated Press, 
TOKIO, Oct. 29.—The fury of an 


uprising by head-hunting savages 
in Central Formosa was attested 
today in a report received at the 
War Office saying the bodies of 86 
Japanese, slain by the aborigines, 
had been found at Musna after a 
Japanese punitive expedition had 
fought its way through to that 
town. 

The punitive expedition occupied 
the town after battling the insur- 
gents at Bikei, or “Beautiful Val- 
ley,” on the western edge of the 
Musha district. Previous reports 


indicated 240 Japanese were miss- 
ing. The dispatch to the War Of- 
fice left in doubt the fate of nearly 
150 others. Thirty-one refugees 
were said to have reached safety. 


Women Among Victims, 
Included in the dead were 23 
women, 17 girls, 21 boys, 13 police- 
men and 12 male civilians, all of 
whom were Japanese. 
Rengo News Agency advices 
said it was feared~many other 


trict. 
When the expedition arrived at 
Musha, it was said most of the 


savages fled, and the few remain- 
ing hoisted flags of surrender. 

Six fighting planes prepared for 
action, and the mountain artillery 
were ordered to join the expedi- 
tion, which is now more than 1000 
strong. 

‘Word of the revolt came barely 
a fortnight after Formosa officials 
had announced the successful con- 
clusion of Japan's 25-year fight to 
subdue the aborigines. Uncon- 
firmed reports said the savages left 
a bloody trail in advancing to 
Musha, where they attacked school 
children who were holding a sports 
meet. The savages are said to 
have seized 100 rifles. 


Reasons for Outbreak. 


Japanese authorities were unable 
to explain the motive for the upris- 
ing. Two infantry companies and a 
police detachment had been sent 
from opposite sides of Formosa to 
converge on the savages, and quell 
the uprising. It was the police de- 
tachment which finally reached the 
town. ‘ 

Newspapers here, -however, of- 
fered several explanations for the 
revolt. Among the reasons ad- 
vanced was the electric power proj- 
ect at Lake Jitsugetsutan. The 
semiofficial Formosa electric dam 
would flood a large area now be- 
longing to the savages. Other 
causes suggested are oppressive 
supervision by Japanese police and 
failure to pay the savages for labor 
done on public works. Officials 
partly or wholly denied these ex- 
planations. 

About 1500 savages took the war- 
path. 


25 Years’ War. 


The Taiyal folk occupy a moun- 
tainous area between Mount Mor- 
rison and Mount Sylvia, parts of 
which still are unexplored and 
represent one of the few remaining 
strongholds of savagé society on 
the globe. 

Japanese military effort to sub- 
jugate Formosan aborigines was 
begun in’ 1905 and has continued 
until today. 

Since about 1910 the principal 
Japanese weapon has been a grad- 
ually contracting barbed wife fence 
enclosing the savage area. This 
fence recently was 360 miles long. 
of which the greater extent was 


electrified. How the tribesmen 
passed this barrier was not “ ex- 
plained. 


Japancse records show savages 
killed more than 7000 persons dur- 
ing the 25-year conflict. While 
other aboriginal tribes easily sub- 
mitted to Japanese rule, the Tai- 
yals desperately resisted alike mili- 
tary subjugation and peaceful 
penetration.

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6 PERISH WHEN 
YACHT FOUNDERS 
OFF NEW JERSEY 


Six Survivors, After 69 
Hours Adrift in Open Life 
Boat, Picked Up by Clyde 
Liner. 


CAPTAIN ESCAPES, 
TELLS OF DISASTER 


Owner, Wife and Three 
Others Are Drowned, 
Three Sailors Die Before 
Survivors Are Rescued. 


By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Six sur- 
vivors who drifted for 69 hours in 
an open boat without food or water 
brought back today the story of 
the wreck of the steam yacht Bar- 
bados, which foundered in a storm 
early last Sunday off the lower 
New Jersey coast, carrying down 
with her four men and a woman. 

Three of nine members of the 
crew who escaped when the ship 
sank died within the next 12 hours 
in the lifeboat from which the sur- 
vivors were rescued by the Clyde 
liner Henry R. Mallory off Atlantic 
City last night. The dead were 
buried at sea. 

E. G. Valverde, New York im- 
porter who owned the Barbados; 
his wife, Hattie; their chauffeur, 
known only as “Willie”; a man 
named Smith, ‘chief engineer, and 
his assistant, Walker, were lost 
with the ship. The captain of the 
vessel shouted to them to jump 
when the ship began to go over, 
but they either failed te hear’ 


ener Lou Heugh of Long 


Beach, Cal., commander of the 
Barbados the first mate, Henry 
Pfeiffer; Joe Valverde, second mate 
and cousin of the owner; George 
Lawrence, messinan; Augustine 
Lynch, fireman, and Alexandér Al- 
lenby, seaman, were the survivors. 
All suffered from exposure, and 
Lynch, who was struck by a cylin- 
der head which blew off before the 
ship sank, was taken to the Marine 
hospital. 

Walters, the mess boy, died Sun- 
day morning; George Franklin, a 
seaman, died that afternoon, and 
George Watts, the cook, that night. 
Thirteen hours after Watts died, 
Capt. Hough said, he had to order 
the three bodies thrown overboard 
to lighten the craft. 

The Barbados, an old vessel of 
only 93 tons, was recently purchased 
by Valverde for use in Barbados 
interisland trade. Capt. Hough 
signed his crew only last Friday 
and said he thought all except the 
mate and the two engineers lived 
in the Barbados. The ship started 
from New York on its first voyage 
to the islands Friday night with a 
small cargo. 

Had No Radio. 

“We ran into bad weather after 
passing Scotland lightship,” Capt. 
Hough said. “I figured we could 
ride it out, but toward morning, 
Saturday, it grew worse, with a 
northeasterly gale, and things be- 
gan to look bad. We couldn't call 
for help, because we had no radio. 

“Saturday afternoon our steam 
began to give us trouble. We could 
not get enough to heave to. I de- 
cided to run her before the gale, 
with the idea of making the Dela- 
ware breakwater. 

“By this time the bolts of the 
boller began to give Way, because 
the ship was straining herself so. 
We began to take on water throuch 
our seams. Our pumps gave out. 
The water began mounting in the 
hold. 

“Finally a cylinder head blew off 
and hit Lynch. From then on it 
Was just a matter of seeing how 
long we could last. Early Satur- 
day night we sighted a tanker, and 
we sent up flares. But there was 
no response. Later still we saw 
the lights of another ship. We'd 
exhausted our flares, but we set 
up cries. She didn’t hear us, 

Up to Waist in Water. 

“By then the ship was unman- 
ageable. When I was up to my 
waist in water, I gave orders to 
abandon ship. But while we were 
launching our lifeboat the ship 
abandoned wu s.” 

The Captain and the other eight 
jumped and managed to clamber 
into the liftboat which was float- 
ing free. The six who remained 
when the lifeboat was sighted by 
the Henry R. Mallory were too 
weak to climb aboard the liner and 
had to be carried. Some were de- 
lirious.. But today only Lynch and 
Allenby remained in the hospital.

died at 3:45 o'clock this morning 
at Research Hospital, a bullet 
wound through his neck. Weiss- 


.800-pound gangster and un- 

- bully, died without gain- 
ing consciousness. No friend or 
member of his family was at his 
bedside when death came. 

Haughton, the white-haired, 
mild-mannered manager of a rac- 
ing news service, who shot Weiss- 
man late yesterday afternoon in a 
room above the Turf, a betting 
agency at 1211 Baltimore avenue, 
surrendered himself a second time 
today at police headquarters. He 
made an informal statement to 
Lewis M. Siegfried, Chief of Police, 
and then was taken to the office 
of the prosecutor. 

Self-Defense, Says Prosecutor. 

At his own request Houghton 
made a complete statement in the 
office of T. A. J. Mastin, Deputy 
County Prosecutor. Mastin said: 
“It is a plain case of self-defense.” 

Houghton was freed from cus- 
tody late today. 

Differences between these

But 
there's nothing doing.” 

Haughton said Weissman was 


| persistent in his proposal and that 


finally Weissman had threatened, 
“*You're going for a ride one of 
these days.’” 

Weissman had no pistol but an 
open knife was found near where 
he fell. 

Haughton said he had not known 
Weissman was in town yesterday 
until he walked unexpectedly into 
his presence. 

He Had Been Trapped. 

“The thought flashed into my 
head the second I saw Solly that 
he had trapped me,” Haughton 
said. “We didn’t have any argu- 
ment. It all happened in a few 
seconds. I saw him rise from his 
chair and the second he recognized 
me he began to curse and mutter. 
He said something about ‘shoot.’ 
I saw his right hand go to his 
side and I reached for my gun au- 
tomatically. I shot him once and 
he fell.” 

Just before he died Weissman 
told Col. Charlies Edwards, chair- 
man of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Bureau of Crime Prevention, 
“I've got an awful lot of praying 
to do.”.

Ex-Officers of Chicago Candy Job- 
bers Serving Sentences.

George A. Lubeley, former vice- 
president and cashier of the Nat- 
ural Bridge Bank & Trust Co., and 
embezzler of more than $156,000 
of its asscts, was sentenced to five 
years in the penitentiary by Cir- 
cult Judge Green today on his plea 
of guilty to three counts of ¢m- 
bezzlement. 

Lubeley hobbled into court on 
crutches accompanied by a friend. 
His only statement wag when Judge 
Green asked the naturé of his ill- 
ness and he replied, “Just a slight 
touch of rheumatism, your honor.” 

Circuit Attorney Miller reviewed 
the three counts against Lubeley, 
involving $17,000 worth of the 
bank's bonds on which he had bor- 
rowed money, and called the 
Court's attention to the fact that 
the embezzler had not used the 
money in gambling or immoral 
living but had lost it in other busi- 
ness ventures. 

“Fully Repentant.” 

The prosecutor mentioned Lube- 
ley’s wife, who is in ill health, and 
his five children, declaring he be- 
lieved the embezzler was “fully re- 
pentant for his misdeeds.” Judge 
Green followed the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s recommendation in imposing 
three concurrent sentences of five 
years each. : 

Sentenced, Lubeley was taken to 
the Sheriff's office where he waited 
until shortly after noon when he 
left for Jefferson City in an auto- 
mobile with a Deputy Sheriff. 

Lubeley’s shortage, originally 
placed at $45,000, was disclosed in 
May when he made a confession to 
Otto C. Koenig, then president of 
the bank. An audit by State bank 
examiners, which had already been 
begun — and had i incidentally 
elicited the confession from Lubeley 
—subsequentiy fixed the total of 
embezziements at $156,824.79. 

Reorganization followed discov- 
ery that the shortage would exceed 
£100,000 and the business and 
building of the bank at 4400 Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue were taken 
over by the Natural Bridge Trust 
Co., which flow operates it.

Prof. Albert Einstein took the 
proudest place among eight fig- 
ures—“makers of universes’’—in 
George Bernard Shaw’s hall of 
fame yesterday in the first radio 
address of the playwright ever 
broadcast to the United States. 

Even among those eight, five 
were “repairers” and not builders 
of universes. For the ultimate dis- 
tinction of true universe-makers 
Shaw nominated only Ptolemy, 
Newton and Einstein. The five 
were Aristotle, Pythagoras, Coper- 
nicus, Galileo and Kepler. 

The venerable dramatist spoke 
of the great German scientist in 
fatherly fashion as “the young pro- 
fessor.” But his introduction of 
Einstein, at a London dinner in the 
scientist’s honor, was marked by 
a humility peculiarly impressive to 
those who regard Shaw in his own 
sphere as “the presiding genius of 
the age.” 

He begged pardon for his “in- 
trusion.” He remarked that al- 
though no man alive would be 
quite up to the task of fittingly 
introducing “the greatest of our 
contemporaries,” he had accepted 
because he felt he could do it as 
well as anyone else. 

He “rejoiced” that Einstein had 
swept. away Newton's “British 
rectilinear universe."”” He described 
Newton's work as a “Bradshaw,” 
a matter-of-fact sort of guide ts 
the universe, and  Einstein’s as 
“the intuition of an artist.” 

One and possibly two verbal 
bows he made to his audience in 
the United States, which he has 
persistently refused to visit—and 
also, many Americans maintain, to 
understand. He did not mention 
that audience. But he said some- 
thing about Einstein's “getting by

BOSTON, Oct. 29.—Tremendous 
cheering crowds greeted Al Smith 
on his arrival in Boston yesterday 
and he spoke last night at a meet- 
ing in the Boston Arena, which was 
record breaking in -the size of its 
audience. Some 15,000 crowded 
the Arena and several thousand 


‘more in the street listened through 


amplifiers. Other thousands heard 
the speech through a radio hook- 
up. 

The audience cheered him again 
and again, and yelled its enthusi- 
asm. When he and his party en- 
tered just before the radio broad- 
cast was to begin at 10 o’clock the 
thousands in the hall jumped” on 
their chairs, threw down torn pa- 
per from the galleries and cheered 
so vociferously that 
drowned out the “Sidewalks of New 
York.” 

Blames Tariff for Depression. 
Waving his famous brown derby 
at the audience, the former Gov- 
ernor blamed the Grundy tariff for 
“a great deal” of the business de- 
pression and President Hoover for 
breaking his pre-election pledges 
in regard to that tariff. 

He charged that while the Pres- 
ident had declared for limited re- 
vision and scientific study, actual- 
ly “the ink was scarcely dry” on 
the tariff bill, which involved gen- 
eral revision of rates, before Pres- 
ident Hoover announced his own 
intention of signing it. And this, 
he asserted, was because Joseph 
R. Grundy, filler of the Repub- 
lican campaign chest, had demand- 
ed “the full delivery of the goods 
—and at once, and walked out with 
it, too.” 

He blamed “a great deal of the 
present depression” on the uncer- 
tainties of business during the 17 
months of tariff debate. 

“What's become of that chicken 
that was to be in every pot?” he 
asked. There were shouts of

TRYING TO IDENTIFY 
‘BODY FOUND ON TRACK 


Police Review Reports of Miss- 
ing Persons to Learn Name 
of Slain-Man. 


St. Louis police are reviewing 
reports of missing persons in an 
effort to identify the body of a 
young man, who was stabbed to 
death and the body placed on the

waterpower act. 
The Clarion River Power Co. of 


Pennsylvania, a subsidiary of the 
Associated Gas & Electric Co., 
without public announcement, filed 
a petition for an injunction Satur- 
day, in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court, against the Federal 
Power Commission, claiming that 
the Commission is without lawful 
authority to require the company 
to enter on its capital accounts 
gmounts which the Commission de- 
termines as “actual legitimate in- 
vestment’’ or to compel the com- 
pany to omit from such accounts 
“any items of expenditure.”

his two eldest children, both boys, 
away with him. The wife  indi- 
cated that he intended to return 
for the 5-year-old daughter.

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Amendment 13 is to Section 5 
of Article XXI.

Amendment 14, to Section 6 of 
Article XXI, strengthens the pres- 
ent provisions for the city to ex- 
pedite work by paying money into 
court and taking possession of 
property.

Amendment 15 adds a few words 
to Section 8 of Article XXI, 80 as 
to harmonize it with the changes 
made in Section 6. The proposed 
new wording relates to the inter- 
locutory judgments, provided for 
in Amendment 14. 
Amendment 16 is to change: Sec- 
tion 15 of Article XXI. It would 
make special taxes payable in 10 
installments. instead of in seven. 
It further provides for the system 
of selling judgments for benefit 
assessments, in order to raise 
money for the work. Such judg- 
ments must be sold for not less 
than 90 per cent of their face 
value. The city is now making use

Oct. 29.—The speech 
from the throne, in which the Gov- 
ernment puts its program into the 
King’s mouth, at the opening of 
Pariament, contained one surprise 
—an- announcement that Labor 
proposes to enact “a measure of 
electoral reform.”’ 

This is understood to be the al- 
ternative vote, a scheme which, 
if adopted by the*Housé of ‘Com- 
mons, would be thrown out by the 
Lords, and thus take three years 
to become law under the veto bill. 
Labor leaders think, however, it 
would gep them in office because 
the Liberals favor a system where- 
by the voters can indicate a@ sec- 
ond choice for Member of Parlia- 
ment i nthe belief that it would 
increase their present scanty mem- 
bership. 

At the last general election the 
Liberal popular vote was 5;260,050, 
resulting in the election of only 
59 Liberal M. P*s. The Conserva- 
tive popular vote of 8,669,469 put 
260 Conservative M. P.’s in the 
Hiouse, and Labor, with a smaller 
popular vote, returned 287 members 
te the House of Commons. 

Prime Minister MacDonald, in a 
speech in the House of Commons 
replying to Tory taunts on the 
Government's fiscal policy or lack 
of one, struck hard at the tariff 
advocates. Two things, he said, 
emerge from the Imperial Confer- 
ence: 

“The first is that empire free 
trade is an absolute fraud. No 
honest man gan pretend that this 
is an issue that ought to go before 
the electors. 

“The second thing is this: If it is 
to be exchange between us and 
the dominions, if we are to dispose 
tariffs so as to get them to extend 
us a wider field of preference, then 
the only _ tariff we can impose 
worth anything to the dominions 
is a tariff on food.” We ask them 
what do you want, how can we 
help you to get your products into 
our markets, and the very first 
thing every dominion Premier said, 
and in some instances the last thing 
as well, was, “Tax wheat!” We can- 
not do it.” 

MacDonald added that tariffs do 
not represent the only way to help 
the dominions, and remarked amiid 
ironical Tory cheers and laughter: 

“There are other ways and these 
are being “carefully explored and 
examined.” 

Pormer Premier Baldwin's 
speech as leader of the Tories was 
mildly sarcastic and consisted most- 
ly of questions as to what the Goy- 
ernment intends to do to get the 
country out of what MacDonald 
himself called “the present mess.”

| NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—A check- 
up on returns from intersectioral 
season revealed the East, South 
and Far West with a winning av- 
erage of .500 or better.

Winter Is Coming. 

HE cold season ts approaching. 

T ana with it, the season of 
colds. 

Those who keep the record of 
our beings, the vital statisticia 1s, 
now begin to note an increase in 
the ded@ths due to respiratory dis- 
eases. Slowly this curve of mor- 
tality mounts, until it reaches its 
peak during the months of Feb- 
ruary and March. - 


Then, with the approach of warm 
weather, it begins to decline again. 


Many of these deaths are pre 
ventable. Many of the fatal cases 
begin with what the victim at first 
considers to be “nothing but a com- 
mon cold.” A large number of 
deaths charged against the resptira- 
tory diseases should be properly 
charged against indifference and 
neglect.

Buyers on Best Method of Getting Ther 
? Moneys Worth. 


IGH pressure salesmanship and 
HK le in advertising have 

brought about the need for or- 
ganized resistance on the part of 
the household buyer, declared Dr. 
Ruth O’Brieh, chief in the division 
of textiles and clothing, Bureau of 
Home -Economics, U. 8. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, addressing the 
Illinois Home Economics Associa-

form of knowledge on the part of 
purchasers and demand for factual 
information about constituents of 
commodities they buy—facts in- 
stead of fancies framed in seductive 
superlatives.

“The convenience and comfort 
derived from having a sufficient! 
number of closets, properly ar- 
ranged and adequately equipped, 
can hardly be overestimated,” says 
Frances Taylor Heard, in this 
month’s Home and Field. ‘“‘Nothing 
is more conducive to uncluttered 
household operation. The funda- 
mentals of good closet construction 
are the maximum use of minimum 
space, sufficient light (either elec- 
tric or natural), easy access to its 
éontents, and protection against 
dust. 

“In planning a clothes closet, a 
window is often desirable—though 
a ventilator may be substituted— 
for letting in both air and light. It 
should be carefully weather- 
stripped to keep out dust. As a 
further precaution, the closet floor 
should be raised from one to five 
inches above that of the room. 
Where there is no window, a ceil- 
ing light which switches on and off 
with the opening and shutting of 
the door is best. 

“Instead of the usual built-in 
shelves, drawers and cupboards, | 
the closets may be fitted with’ 
ready-made furnishings, such as 
wardrobes, chests of drawers, slid- 
ing trays, etc. Then there

collapsible equipment—shoe, tie, 
and trouser racks, garment rods 
and hangers. These are designed 
to save space and are essentially 
practical, an advantage being that 
they are removable. The inside of 
the door is especially suitable for 
these small gadgets. The upper 
part of the door serves for the 
placement of extension hangers 
while the lower section can be 
fitted with shoe or, umbrella racks. 

“Where inadequate closet space 
was provided when the house or 
apartment was built, ready-made 
units may be set up. They are 
solidly constructed and can be 
Placed anywhere. Such units are 
comprised of drawers, sliding 
trays, cabinets and wardrobes. 
With these ingenious innovations 
and the many useful accessories 
now being manufactured you can 
have individual homes for your 
entire range of belongings—from 
perfume to umbrellas.

Chop finely 1 cup cooked corned 
beef and mix with two chopped, 
hard-boiled eggs, one tablespoon 
chopped parsley, a pinch of pow- 
dered herbs, four ounces creamy 
mashed potatoes, one teaspoon pap- 
rika and one beaten egg. Chill, 
then roll into croquettes and dip in 
egg and breadcrumbs.

cubbyhole of an office to the right 
of the Orpheum lobby she trans- 
acts most of her business. 

No trace of the feminine on that 
desk. No theatrical “souvenire.” 
It’s strictly businéss, the top 
cleared for action, save for a mem- 
orandum pad ready to recefie 
schedules of future appointments. 
Consultations with her “depart- 
ment heads,” including Cyril Ray- 
mond, her director who whips the 
productions in shape, occupy 
most of the morning.

“Loose ends have no place in the 
theater of today,” Miss Hart said, 
“because it’s a business as well as 
an artistic proposition.

Furthermore, we all depend upon 
the good will of the customer. A 
discourteous employe may nullify 
the effects of a good play.” 

Despite the success.of her con- 
ferences, which touch every phase 
of the theater, from scenic artists, 
stage hands and electricians to the 
ticket sellers, Miss Hart confesses 
it is often with a feeling of relief 
she slips away back stage during 
rehearsal. 

Tilted back in a chair in the 
wings, she relaxes, watching every 
move upon the stage, sharing the 
thrill of creation as typewritten 
lines merge into characters, created 
by the men and women upon the 
stage. Every bit of “new business” 
is a delight to her, schooled in 
years of varied roles in many com- 
panies, born with a love for the 
stage that remained with her dur- 
ing convent days and was trans- 
muted into action when she par- 
ticipated in dramatics at North- 
western.
